Mr  ChairmanjLdrs  Rees  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health 
Eeportfor  the  year  ended  31st  December  1955. 

The  health  of  the  population  remained  generally 
good.  Deaths  were  8 more  than  in  the  previous  year  and 
there  was  one  less  live  birth. 

Once  again  there  was  no  Tuberculosis  mortality 
and  there  were  two  fewer  deaths  from  cancer. 

Tuberculosis  notifications  v/ere  one  fewer  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  were  notified 
and  occurred  amongst  a party  in  transit  through  the  distrJ.ctv 
Investigation  shov/ed  that  these  were  due  to  faulty  food 
handling  practice. 

The  population  figure  shewed  a return  to  the 
downward  trend,  but  in  the  Urban  area  this  is  not  so  marked 
as  in  the  rural  communities  of  the  County*

During  the  year  19o5  eight  new  dwellings  of  the  3 bedroom 
type  were  constructed  by  the  Council  on  the  Ardd  Dawr  Sstate,  these 
were  lot  to  tenants  previously  living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

One  new  private  dwelling  wa.s  completed  and  occupied  during  the 

year. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Council  decided 
to  proceed  to  acouire  the  property  Bryntirion  in  Mount  Pleasant  Road 
v/ith  a view  to  its  conversion  into  3 housing  units.

Pour  schemes  by  private  owners  ranking  for  grant  under  the 
above  acts  were  completed  during  the  year  and  gra.nts  v\/ere  paid 
totalling  £777. 

Two  of  thw  schemes  provided  for  improvement  zo  existing 
occupied  iwellingSj  and  two  were  in  rospoct  of  conversions  to 
provide  additional  units  of  accoimdation.  In  all  four  cases  gra.nts 
were  made  at  the  rate  of  5^^%  of  the  approved  cost.

The  Council  continued  to  provide  Public  Conveniences  for 
both  sexes  at  Cae  Marian  and  a urinal  for  males  only  near  the  County 
Hall.  These  are  cleansed  daily  by  the  Council's  Staff  and  part  time 
female  help  is  on^aged  for  the  Ladies  Conveniences. 

Sewe rage. 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  tov?n  has  functioned  satisfactorily^ 
during  the  year  a major  defect  in  the  new  sewera,ge  on  the  Council's 
housing  site  at  Pf ordd-y-Felin  was  discovered  and  rectified,  this 
defect  was  the  cause  of  many  blockages  reported  upon  in  the  previous 
year's  report  and  no  tr-^uble  has  been  experienced  subsequently . 

The  main  sewerers  have  been  periodically  inspected  and 
test  baited  for  rodent  infestation  with  negative  results.

During  the  year  the  bulk  of  the  supply  for  the  tov/n  ?/as 
iravra  from  Llyn  Cynwch  and  the  supplementary  source  in  the  Deer  Park 
wo  s but  little  used  other  thon  to  meet  coveno.nted  supplies  to  the 
Mannau  Sstote  properties.
